“Some two months ago I present- 
ed to our delegation to the arms 
conference at Geneva certain ideas 
which I believed would contribute 
to a solution of some of the prob- 
lems before the conference, and 
which were incorporated in the 
general program by. our delegation 
to the conference. 

“These ideas haye been more 
fully discussed and developed dur- 
ing the visit to Washington of Mr. 
Norman Davis (one of the Ameri- 
can delegates) and in consultation 
with the Secretary of State and 
our army and naval advisers, with 
a view of enlarging their scope and 
application. 

“With the months that pass, the 
economic buréén and menace to 
world peace have, if anything, in- 
creased. The world needs the re- 
duction of government § expendi- 
ture and the spirit of peace that 
can come from»some degree of suc- 
cessful issue by the disarmament 
conference at Geneva. 

“TJ have, therefore, asked the Sec- 
retary of State to go to Geneva, in 
order to explore with our dele- 
gates and those of other nations 
the possibility of taking more defi- 
nite steps in that direction. 

“It is the American desire to pro- 
duce some concrete and definite 
results, even though they may not 
be revolutionary. The world needs, 
both economically and spiritually, 
the relief that can come from some 
degree of successful issue by the 
disarmament conference.

HITLER ESPIONAGE 
SYSTEM REVEALED 
‘BY SEIZED PAPERS 


Minister of Interior  Inti- 
mates Fascist Victory 
March 13 Would Have 

- Brought Civil War. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, April 5.—Karl Sever- 


ing, Mirister of the Interior, today 
announced that documents’ seized 
in raids made lost month on meet- 
ing places ef Adolf Hitler’s Nation- 
al Socialist party, indicated the 
Nazis had one of the most exten- 
sive espionage systems he ever saw. 
It was 4 political bombshell in the 
heated pre-election atmosphere, 
for it intimated if Hitler had won 
the first presidential election on 


March 13, the country would now 
be in the midst of a civil war. 
One party order issyed by the in- 
telligence service in February, he 
said, directed that the espionage 
branch “must extend to every 
activity of friendly or sympathizing 
organizations; to the activities of 
the state and all its organs, espe- 
cially the police and the “army.” 
The material confiscated, said 
the Minister, included many confi- 
dential Government documents 
which could not have fallen into 
the hands of the Nazis except by 
violation of the oath of office on 
the part of those to whom the doc- 
uments originally were entrusted. 
“Order No. 45,” which Wr. Severing 
said had been found at Essen, de- 
manded information on the police, 
schoo] teachers, the clergy, the rail- 
way service, bus services and the 
activities of Free Masons and Jews. 
© ications Spied On. 
Many times, the Minister said, 
secret Communist orders were cir- 
culated among subordinate leaders 
of the Nazis with instruetions that 


they be used as object lessons. 
Handbills written on the Com- 
munist model were circulated 


among the police, inciting them to 
disobedience. Among the services 
said Dr. 
Severing, were airdromes, the tele- 
graph and telephone systems ayd 
radio stations. 

A secret order said to have been 
found at Weisbaden cutlined plans 
for a communication service by 
means of courier, carrier pigeon, 
dogs and light signals. This was to 
have been inaugurated immediate]; 
after Hitler was elected President 
along with short-wave radio out- 
fits by which Nazi groups in out- 
lying sections fo the country could 
be warned of the approach of the 
police, Severing said. 

Dr. Severing said the police also 
found lists. of the Nazis who are 
able to handle mdchine guns and 
army pistols and to drive tanks, 
He said an order found at Madge. 
burg directed all iocal Nazi 
branches to have their field kitch- 
ens in order by March 7, ready to 
proceed wherever .they might be 
sent. Local branches were ordered 
to report exactly how many men 
of the “storm troops’ could be 
quartered in the homes of sym- 
pathizers. 

Mobilization Plan Found. 

In the event of mobilization of 
the “storm troops,” this order was 
said to have specified, the members 
would appear in civilian clothing, 
but equipped with the forbidden 
uniform “faultlessly packed, two 
days’ rations and knapsacks with 
blankets and toilet articles.’’ 

What the Nazis intended to do 
after Hitler’s expected victory «in 
the first presidential election last 
month was discovered by the police 
at Weisbaden, Dr. Severing said. 
They found documents outlining a 
general plan of military mobiliza- 
tion, occupation of the gas, water 
and electricity works, seizure of the 
street railways and lists of officials 
and civil servants who were to be 
removed from office.

BRITAIN REPAYS s BANKS 


J. P. Morgan & Co. Mails Checks | 
for $20,000,000 Not Due 
Until August.

NEW YORK, april 6: — J. P. 
Morgan & Co., is mailing checks to- 
taling $20,000,000 to 110 American 
banks today. 

The payment is being made by 
the Morgan firm as the fiscal agent 
of the British Government. It is 
the balance of the . $200,000,000 


banking credit obtained last Aug- 
ust in Britain’s futile effort to re- 
main on. the gold standard. 

The credit was arranged to run 
for a year, but as a result of recent 


condition, that nation has been able 
to extinguish the indebtedness four 
months in advance of maturity. 

New York bankers say the repay- 
ment séts something of a record in 
international finance. About six 
months ago, the finances of the 
British Government were shaken 
a.point where a complete break- 
down seemed possible.

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TIRED’ OF PRISON, SETS 
FIRE TO JOLIET CHAPEL 


Long-Term Trusty Walks Into 
Warden’s Office and Tells 


What He Did. 


By the ‘Associated Press, 
JOLIET, Ill, April 5.—Lyman 
Hall, an old and trusted convict, 


“tired of being shut up,” today set 
fire to the stone chapel in the 
State penitentiary. Joliet fire com- 
panies and 300 convicts put out the 
blaze, which resulted in damage 
estimated at $5000. 

Hall, a convict since 1897 and a 
trusty most of the time since 1919, 
walked into the Deputy Warden’s 
office in the old prison this morn- 
ing and calmly announced: “I’m 
tired of the world. I’m tired of 
being shut up. I just set fire to the 
chapel and I hope the whole place 
burns up.” 

Guards ran to the chapel and 
found the inner walls and the 
floors ablaze. It was half an hour 
before the fire department and a 
detail of prisoners had it under 
control. There was no disorder 
among the prisoners. 

Hall was sentenced from Will 
County in 1897 for the murder of 
Constable Francis Delong. He had 
been suspected previously as an 
incendiary. In 1919 he became a 
trusty, and in 1924, while working 
as a teamster, he escaped. 

He was at large for seven 
months and then was returned to 
become one of the oldest convicts 
in point of service. He had re- 
cently been in charge of an oil and 
gas station inside the prison walls 
and the fact that this station was 
to be torn down was one of the 
reasons Hall gave for firing the 
chapel. 

“They just told me yesterday I 
was going to lose my job,” he said. 
“TI don’t want to lose my job.” He 
also said it occurred to him he 
might escape if the fire caused 
enough confusion; “but it didn’t 
work.” 

Hall said he used oil rags and 
gasoline from the prison station to 
start the fire. He said no other 
convicts worked with him. He 
was’ put in solitary confinement.

DFFCULT TO REDUCE 
CITY HOSPTAL COSTS 


Commissioner Says Patients: 
Must Be Discharged If 10 
Pct. Cut Is Made. 


A 10 per cent decrease in the ap- 
propriation of the Hospital Divi- 
sion, ordered by the Board of Es- 


timate and Apportionment, cannot 
be made without turning patients 
out. of the various city institutions 
and refusing to accept others. Hos- 
pital Commissioner Lohr said to- 
day. 

He was commenting on the 
board's order to all city department 
heads yesterday to reduce their 
budgets for the fiscal year starting 
next Tuesday to 10 per cent less 
than tLe appropriations for the 
year now closing. The board said 
salaries In each department would 
have to be cut 10 per cent unless 
the heads show some other way of 
making equivalent economies. 

“The Hospital Division,” said Dr. 
Lohr, “might be able to absorb a 
five per cent cut in pay. I would 
hate to do that, because so many 
of our employes receive small! sal- 
aries. Of course, many gf them 
get their keep. We can’t do any 
more than that without turning pa- 
tients out. You can't buy medicine 
and supplies without money. 

“In view of the constantly in- 
creasing demands for hospitaliza- 
tion and treatment of patients, I 
don’t see how we can operate in 
the coming year with an appropria- 
tion reduced 10 per cent for sal- 
aries and supplies. I shall make 
every effort to reduce expenses to 
the minimum, but it is impossible, 
for example, to take care of an in- 
crease in the hospital population of 
20 per cent at the Negro hospital 
with a decrease in appropriation of 
10 per cent.” 

Expenditures of the Hospital Di- 
vision for salaries in the fiscal year 
now ending have been $1,554,126 
and the appropriations for supplies, 
of which a small balance may be 
left, were $1,132,165—a total of 

2,686,291 to operate the division 
for the year, or 16 per cent of the 
amount appropriated for all city 
departments in the current year. 

Increase in Patients. 


Comparing the number of 
patient-days at each municipal 
eleemosynary:. institution in the 


year now closingg (with one week 
yet to run) with the number in 
the previous year, the following in- 
creases in service have occurred: 
Negro hospital, 19 per cent; City

“In this.instance, the Recon- 
struction Corporation made _ the 
loan and then asked the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to approve.

“For the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to say this and to add 
that it wus ‘not convinced that the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion should be expected to take up 
bank loans of this character’ is go- 
ing pretty strong. 
“The amount of this loan was 
$12,800,000. Nearly one-half went 
to Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. and the Guaranty Trust Co. 
“That bankiing loan by the big 
financial institutions was made at 
the time when the -dollar would 
buy a little less than one bushel 
of wheat. Today it will buy two 
bushels of wheat at Chicago, Other 
commodity prices are correspond-, 
ingly down, though perhaps not to 
the same extent. 

“In other words, the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation reached 
into the Federal Treasury and gave 
these banking firms dollars worth 
at least 30 per cent more in pur- 
chasing power than the dollars 
they had lent the Missouri Pacific 
in the first place. This in addition 
to the interest they received on 
the -loans. 

Tells How Plan Miscarries. 
“I say the loan was unjustified, 
contrary to public policy, and a 
moral violation of the terms of the 
Reconstruction Finance act. 
“Senator Couzens has introduced 
a bill to take away from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
the power to make railroad loans, 
and give the decision to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. From 
the record in the Missouri Pacific 
case, I believe his bill is justified. 
“The Reconstruction Finance act 
and the Glass-Steagall act, are in- 
tended to allow a reasonable infla- 
tion of the currency to raise basic 
commodity prices from the present 
ridiculously low levels. Apparent- 
ly the big financial institutions are 
using the acts only to protect their 
Own position. They take money 
from the Federal Treasury, and 
pay off their own loans with that 
money. That was not the purpose 
of Congress in passing those two 
emergency measures. They were 
supposed to strengthen and im- 
prove the credit situation of the 
country. 
“Backed by the Federal Treasury 
and additional sources of rediscount 
by the Federal Reserve System, it 
was believed the banking system 
would be in position to lend money 
to industry and commerce. It 
was also expected that money be- 
ing hoarded would come out of 
hiding. Well, individuals have 
responded to the effort, but ap- 
parently the big bankers have not. 
stg taking Treasury money to 
pay om. their own obligations, and 
still hoarding their own deposits. 
Congress Has Power to Act. 
“Now I am not an alarmist, nor 
a Red, nor an enemy of business. 
I have been in busihess much 
longer than I have been in the 
Senate. Nor am I an advocate of 
cheap money. But I say that if 
finance insists upon using these 
the emergency financial measures 
to enrich the big banking inter- 
ests from the public treasury, and 
continues the deflation of agricul- 
ture, labor and industry, Congress 
still has some power it can exer- 
cise. 
“For instance, there is the Pat- 
man resolution in the House, to 
issue some two billion dollars in 
curfency to pay off the soldier 
bonus certificates that would place 
$2,000,000,000 almost immediate- 
ly in circulation. It would cheapen 
the dollar—no question about that. 
It might cheapen it too much. 
“The country is demanding 
cheaper money. If financial lead- 
ers construe and use those emer- 
gency relief meagures simply to 
relieve and make additional prof- 
its for the financial leaders, it will 
not surprise me in the least to see 
the Patman bill, or something sim- 
ilar to it, pass both houses of Con- 
gress.

Letters to Candidate Read 
at Meeting at Ironton, 
Mo., Which Votés Today 
on 20-Year Grant.

IRONTON, Mo., April 65.—Let- 


ters written by S. S. Motley of Cape 
Girardeau to a candidate for one 
of the highest elective offices in 
the State were read to an anti- 
franchise mass meeting here last 
night by Daniel C. Rogers of Fay- 
ette, Mo., with the declaration that 
Motley was acting in behalf" of 


the large power corporations in an 
attempt to intimidate the candi- 
idate into taking a position favor- 
able to the power industry. 

Motley, who described himself 
as secretary of the Greater Cape 
Girardeau Association of Com- 
merce, recently made a speech 
here in support of renewal for 20 
years of the franchise of the Ar- 
kansas-Missouri Power Co. A citi- 
zens’ committee has been vigorous- 
ly opposing the franchise. The 
election was held today. When 
Motley spoke here ‘he asserted 
there was no such thing as_ the 
“power trust.” 

In his address last night Rogers 
asserted Motley’s letters show he 
is the representative of the “pow- 
er trust,” and that he is going out 
of his way to try to do political 
favors for it. 
| In one of the letters Rogers read, 
Motley wrote: 

“There is absolutely no intention 
of bluffing you. I am just laying 
our cards upon the table that you 
may fully: understand just what 
you are, getting up against. The 
entire matter will be left to your 
political discretion, and we will 
give you until Jan. 1 to make a 
definite and satisfactory proposal 
you continue to 
dod@ge the igsue as you hive in 
your recent brief note, then I shall 
feel at liberty to file the case with 
our publicity department with the 
instructions to prepare for your 
future attack.” 7 

Motley’s letters were typewritten 
but not on printed letterhead sta- 
tionery. He signed only his name 
with no other identification. Rog- 
ers refrained from giving the name 
of the candidate to whom the let- 
tems were addressed, but said the 
candidate probably would make 
them public later. 

A Second Reminder. 

Apparetitiy Motley did not re- 
ceive a reply to his letter giving 
the candidate until Jan. 1 to make 
a “satisfactory proposal,” for on 
Dec. 28, he wrote: 

“Jan. 1 is almost here and we 
find our files without a reply to 
our letter written you under date 
of the 17th, in which we request- 
ed a modificatio& of your campaign 
platform with respect to our public 
utilities. 

“We have turned the problem over 
in our minds, viewing it from all 
practical angles. We have regarded 
your viewpoint, asitconcerns your 
strategic position, with the same 
spirit of fairness that we would 
have you exercise in our behalf, 
and therefore, realize that the de- 
mand which we have made is not 
without considerable embéarrass- 
ment to you. To this end, we ar- 
sure you of our sympathy. But re- 
gardiess of the inconsistencies in- 
volved, we feel that we are honor 
bound and compelled to make a 
fearless and vigorous stand against 
you. 

“If we are forced to a public is- 
sue in order to protect the posi- 
tion our association occupies, it will 
be our ambition to prove that you 
are fully cognizant of the present 
peril and serious discomforts of our 
industrial citizens. We are aware 
of the fact that you realize that 
their social and economic inde- 
pendence are seriously shackled 
down with an economic servitude, 
which if not removed will drive 
them steadily ino the chaos of so- 
Cialism, bolshevism and commun- 
m.

U. S. Investigator Reports

Favors Closer Control by U. S. 


S. W. Richardson Suggests Police and Prose- 
cuting Authorities in Islands Be Taken 
‘Out of Politics. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Apuril 5. —Con- 


gress today studied récommenda- 
tions of Assistant Attorney-General 
Seth W. Richardson for correcting 
law enforcement conditions 
Hawaii which he termed an invita- 
tion to the commission of crime. 


Richardson’s report on crime and 
enforcement on the islands was 
submitted to the Senate yesterday, 
just as the Fortescue case which 
inspired the request for his inves- 
tigation, went to trial in Honolulu. 
Richardson advocated assumpfion 
of closer responsibility] for law 
and order by the Federal Govern- 
ment through placing appointment 
of high officials in the hands of the 
President; increasing the power of 
the Governor of Hawaii (a presi- 
dential appointee) to remove offi- 
cials under him, and reorganizing 
the court system. 


Bills to Carry Out Program. 

Senator Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, chairman of the Senate 
Insural Affairs Committee, intro- 
duced seven bills to carry out the 
recommendations, praised the re- 
port, but said he did not agree with 
all the conclusions. In the House, 
Chairman Summers of the Judi- 
ciary Committee, disapproved ten- 
tatively of the recommendations, 
on the theory that any capacity of 
a people for self-government should 
be encouraged. He reserved final 
judgment, however. 

tichardson based his argument

We did not find substantial evi- 
dence that a crime wave, so-called, 
iwas in existence in Honolulu, 
either disproportionate with the in- 
crease in the population or when 
viewed in comparison with crime 
records in cities of similar size on 
the mainland. 

We found, however, ample evi- 


|'dence of extreme laxity in the ad- 


ministration of law enforcement 
agencies. e 

We found a condition of ineffi- 
ciency in the administration of fus- 
in effect, constituted an 
invitation to the commission of 
crime, and which had largely de- 
stroyed the morale of the law en- 
forcement agencies, with a result- 
ing loss of public confidence. 

We found that such conditions 
had given rise to a feeling of per- 
sonal unsafety among a substan- 
tial portion of the citizens. 


We therefore believe that the un- | 


usual conditions of race, society and 
industry in the territory make a 
continuance of such laxity fraught 
with much social and political dan- 
ger. 

No Serious Race Prejudice. 


We found in the territory no 
present serious racial prejudices. 
The races seemed to be still car- 
rying on together with exceedingly 
little friction. 

We are quite cognizant of the 
suggestion that if the condition of 
affairs in the islands today seems 
fairly comparable with conditions 
on the mainiand, the mainland 
ought not to agk of Hawaii more 
law observance than it, itself, pre- 
sents. 

We appreciate the force of the 
suggestion, but the following rea- 
sons have persuaded us that steps 
should properly now be taken, 
when not only Congress, but the 
public, is interested in the sub- 
ject, which will tend to improve 


} things in the future: 


(1) The territory, because of its 
small area, and great isolation, is 
reasonably capable of more con- 
sistent law enforcement than areas 
of similar size on the mainiand., 

(2) The territory’s position as a 
military and naval post of great 
importance, requres a higher de- 
gree of law enforceemnt, in order 
to avoid embarrassment of the 
military and naval force. 

(3) The conditions which we 
found to exist in the territory will, 
unless changed and remedied, quite 
certainly preyent effective law en- 
forcement in the territory in the 
not distant future. 4 

(4) Moreover, Congress has no 
authority or control over crime con- 
ditions or law enforcement admin- 
istration in cities on the mainland, 
or in the various State govern- 
ments. In Hawaii, however, the 
Congress has full control, and may 
therefore address itself toward the 
establishment of such laws and 
prohibitions as, in its opinion, will 
create the best possible conditions 
in the territory. Congress may not 
do more than this, and it ee 
should not do leas. 

(6) Finally, the character we! 
the territorial population, with its 
and polrnesian back-

,sround, presents such an extraordi- 
nary experiment in the development 
of the American constitutional form 
of self-government among, such 
peoples that no effort should be 
spared in providing proper condi- 
tions of law enforcement, and a 
suitable administration of justice 
for the people of the territory. 

In detail: 

Police. 

We found the police administra- 
tion in Honolulu impotent, undis- 
ciplined, neglectful. and unintelli- 
gent, with its chief concern, polit- 
ical activity. 

We found the County Sheriff, the 
head of the police system, wholly 


inexperienced in police adminis- 
tration. ' 
We found that the Governor, 


aided by organizations and citizens, 
had, more than a year ago, initiated 
steps to remedy such situation, 
through the appointment of a crime 
commission, looking to the enact- 
ment of its recommendations into 
law.

Moreover, in event of a great na- 
tional emergency in the Pacific 
area, any police organization, sub- 
ject to political control, will make 
more difficult the task of national 
defense, 

Hence, we recommend the apbp- 
pointment by the President, with 
confirmation by the Senate, of a 
territorial police head for the en- 
tire territory, the full power of con- 
trol and organization to be given 
to such police head, to the end that 
ultimately a territorial constabu-

Prosecuting Attorneys. 

We found the prosecution of 
crime to be in the hands of vari-

litical purposes, with insufficient 
funds at his disposal to provide 
suitable deputies. 

AS a result, prosecutions had 
fallen into disrepute, and there was 
a lack of public confidence in the 
County Attorney. 

To remedy such conditions, Gov. 
Judd and various citizens, while 
pressing the police bill, also pressed 
for passage by the Legislature, 
early in 1931, a county and city 
prosecutor bill, and such bill final- 
ly passed in January, 1932. 

The bill as proposed provided for 
appointment by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the territory, with the ap- 
proval of the Governor, but be- 
fore passage, the Legislature 
changed the mode of appointment 
to appointment by the Mayor, with 
the right of removal in the Govy- 
ernor. 

For Territorial Prosecutor. 

Like the police bill, we are in- 
clined to the view that the prose- 
cutor bill is an improvement over 
existing conditions, But the office 
is still in poli@cs, and when the 
present public interest passes it 
will be increasingly so. 

Improvement in police admin- 
istration requires a like improve- 
ment in prosecuting conditions.

| ‘THE SENATE AND FEDERAL TAXES. 
It is encouraging to learn that the Senate, while 
favorable in the main to the Federal tax bill passed 
by the House, is disposed to correct its inequalities. 
The House did well until the powerful influ- 
ences which control it began to make them- 
selves felt. As a result, the House completely reversed 
itself in the matter of surtaxes in the upper brackets. 
First adopting the Swing resolution carrying these 
rates up to 65 per cent, it at last weakened and 
returned to the Treasury’s 40 per cent top. 
Since higher surtaxes could not hurt anyone un- 
able to pay them, it is fair to assume that it was the 
fear of dwindling campaign contributions that at last 
drove the House from its position. 
Thus did the system which Prof. Taussig says rules 
the country reassert its power to escape its propor- 
tionate share of the tax burden. It may be debatable 
whether the great incomes are capable of producing 
more revenue than the Treasury says they can pro- 
‘duce; but the numerous excises which have been 
voted could have been imposed with much better 
grace had the House first demonstrated its willing- 
ness to tap the great fortunes which favorable gov- 
ernmental policies have permitted their possessors 
to acquire. ~ 
On the whole, however, the common man has 
gained more by the bill than he has lost. It is infi- 
nitely to be preferred to the program which was 
originally advanced by the Treasury. The adminis- 
tration proposed, for instance, to obtain only 9 per 
cent of the amount necessary to balance the budget 
by reducing expenditures; 8 per cent from the tax- 
ation of corporations, 14 per cent through taxes 
which would fall primarily on wealth, and the great 
majority, 69 per cent, by taxing general trade. 
The final House bill, by contrast, proposes to raise 
16 per cent of the required funds by cutting appropri- 
ations, 13 per cent by taxing corporations, 30 per 
cent by taxing wealth, through higher income and 
estate taxes, gift taxes, luxury taxes on jewels, 
furs, yachts and the like, the reduction of cap- 
ital loss deductions and the taxation of dividends; 
and only 41 per cent by lowering income tax exemp- 
tions, raising*postal rates and imposing excises on ad- 
missions, cosmetics, soft drinks, candy, telephone and 
telegraph messages, automobiles, radios and other 
articles of cOmmon consumption which fall most 
heavily on the masses. 
The bill, moreover, is vastly superior to the mea- 
sure which the Democratic-Republican coalition in the 
Ways and Means Committee attempted to wish upon 
the country. The general sales tax has been killed 
by a decisive vote of 235 to 160. The selective levies 
which have been imposed in its stead will not be 
greeted by the public with enthusiasm. But that is 
precisely why they are to be preferred. These nui- 
sance taxes Will unquestionably be repealed as soon 
as the fiscal emergency has passed. 
Their unpopularity is a guarantee of their tempo- 
rary character. The great threat of the general sales 
tax was that it would become so hidden in the price 
Structure that it would arouse no serious complaint. 
The ultimate destruction of income and inheritance 
taxation and the substitution of extended sales levies 
would have become only a matter of time. The gen- 
eral sales tax was an entering wedge for the eventual 
abolition of progressive taxation. Its defeat should 
be cause for general rejoicing. 
There remain certain items in the new bill which 
are of questionable expediency. The duties on gas- 
oline, fuel oil and coal, for instance, are primarily 
restrictive tariffs and have no proper place in a rev- 
enue measure. The ethics of refusing to allow de- 
ductions for capital losses while we continue to tax 
capital gains is exceedingly dubious. ; 
A transfer tax of % of 1 per cent on shares, com- 
bined with the corporation income tax and the new 
provision which makes dividends taxable under the 
normal rates of the personal income tax, really sub- 
jects personal income from corporate business to 
triple taxation and thus discriminates unfairly 
against corporate activity. 
These measures were adopted with much evidence 
of undue haste. It is certain that the issues which 
they involve will be more thoroughly ventilated when 
the bill reaches the Senate. It would be much fairer 
to obtain the needed revenue, in so far as may be 
practical, by restoring the surtax rates on individual 
incomes which were originally voted by the House. 
If the Senate acts in the interest of the country as a 
whole, that is what it will do. As the bill stands, 
it lets off super-wealth with a light tax, but bears 
down heavily in the middle*brackets upon salaried 
people, the professional and teaching classes, and 
business executives.

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WHY A DEPARTMENT OF ‘COMMERCE? 

It is a question, so our Washington correspondent, 
Mr. Ross, says, as to how much of a reduction can, 
or should, be made in public expenditures. Senator 
‘Borah has proposed a 25 per cent cut,-which, how- 
ever, will hardly be adopted. Nevertheless, substan- 
tial retrenchment is necessary, if the budget is to be 
balanced, and it seems to us that one of the depart- 
ments is fairly begging for the knife. 
We refer to the Department of Commerce, which, 
under the eight years of Mr. Hoover’s secretaryship, 
developed from a minor bureau to something like a 
major institution. If “institution” is too magnificent 
a word, we shall gladly substitute promotional 
agency. Its credo was more business. Formulas of 
standardization were prescribed to increase produc- 
tion, but the department specialized in the expansion 
of foreign trade. It built up a world-wide organiza- 
tion that penetrated the outposts as well as the cen- 
ters in its ceaseless search for markets. It charted, 
graphed and blueprénted the earth. 
There may have been a place for such a sales man- 
ager de luxe as was Secretary of Commerce Hoover in 
the?then scheme of things; but that era has passed. 
A new order has succeeded it, which has turned 
thumbs down on foreign trade. What with tariff 
walls, quotas, controls and” other lethal machinery, 
foreign trade is dying. The statistics intone the swan 
song. The foreign trade of the United States showed 
a loss of 28.4 per cent in 1930 from that of 1929, and 
1931 was 53.2 per cent less than 1930's. Not only 
has the Hoover conquest been obliterated, but the 
gains of 20 years have been wiped out. Our foreign 
trade during the first two months of 1932, according 
to a writer in the New York Times, “is at the low- 
est level it has reached since 1910.”

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SERVICE CARS ON GRAVOIS. 

Service car operators failed.to obtain from Judge 
Green an injunction preventing the city from inter- 
fering with operation of service cars on widened 
Gravois avenue.

Or, as the poet sang, “Wa- 
To see this spring procession and a 


The Democratic Tariff Reversal 


N the turmoil over the tax bill, not 

much attention has been paid to the 

remarkable performances of the Demo- 
crats and Progressives in their proposed 
amendment to the tariff act. What little 
motice has been taken of it has centered upon 
the success of the coalition in depriving 
the President of his power to Change tariff 
duties and in restoring this power to Con- 
gress. There has been almost no comment 
on the fact that the Democrats have now 
adopted a tariff philosophy which is so 
nearly identical with that of the Republic- 
ans that the ground is cut from under them 
in criticising the tariff on any basis of fun- 
damental policy. 

Under section 336, as the Democrats have 
amended it, they join the Republicans in 
declaring that the duty on imported arti- 
cles should be high enough to “equalize the 
cifferences in the costs of production of the 
domestic article and of ‘the foreign article 
when produced in the principal competing 
country or countries.”’

ed States. On this principle, all imports of 
manufactured goods would virtually be pro- 
hibited.

We can produce automobiles much more 
cheaply than Cuba and still pay high wages.

There is no such thing as protecting ail 
American producers of every conceivable 
commodity. All that prohibitive protection 
can do is to protect some uneconomic pro- 
ducers at the expense of the more economic 
producers. It can help sugar growing, to 
which the United States is not suited, at the 
expense of automobile manufacturing, to 

' which it is admirably suited. The nation as 
a whole is poorer in the process fust as 
surely as Myron.C. Taylor of the Steel Cor- 
poration would be poorer if, instead of de- 
voting his energy to producing steel, he in- 
sisted on weaving his own clothes and cob- 
bling his own shoes. 

The underlying fallacy of this protection- 
ist philosophy is due to a curious blindness 
which allows nations to think that they 
can sell without buying. None of the new 
protectionists in Congress, be they regular 
Republican, Progressive or Democratic, 
would stand up and say that they were in 
favor of destroying the foreign trade of the 
United States. But that is precisely what 
they are doing. In closing our market at 
home, they are closing our markets abroad. 

Let them look at what has happened to 
our foreign trade in the last two years. It 
has fallen off 53.2 per cent. In that same 
time the foreign trade of Great Britain has 
fallen off only 36.2 per cent, and of Ger- 
m .ny only 39.9 per cent. Certainly the de- 
pression has not spared Great Britain and 
Germany. What can be the explanation of 
the much greater disaster to our foreign 


trade? .

~ The explanation must be that the nations 
of the world, after they get through buying 
dollars and shipping gold to pay their public 
ahd private debts and buy a few commodi- 
ties in which we have @ practical monopoly, 
cannot earn enough dollars to buy Ameri- 
can goods. They are compelled, therefore, 
to buy goods elsewhere, where they can pay 
for the goods in some other currency.

FINNISH BODY 1S 
INVES TIGATING 
NURMI CHARGES

HELSINGFORS, Finlandp April 
5.—The Finnish Athletic Associa- 


tion 1s willing and ready to investi- 
gate the amateur status of Paavo 
Nurmi, although astonished at the 
International Amateur Athletic 
Federation's “extraordinary if not 
offensive action” in suspending the 
famous long-distance running ace. 

A formal statement, issued by 
the Finnish association last night, 
criticised the International Federa- 
tion for taking what it termed un- 
ecnstitutional action against Nurmi, 
but expressed a willingness to in- 
vestigate the great runner’s stand- 
ing. 

Finnish officials maintained the 
international body had no right to 
take direct action against Nurmi 
without waiting for the Finnish as- 
sociation’s report on the results of 
its investigation into Nurmi’ status. 
Such an investigation was ordered 
made by the Finnish organization 
some time ago. 

Although the basis for the 
charges against Nurmi has never 
been made public, it was under- 
stood to’ involve accusations of 
padded expense actounts in con- 
nection with competitive appear- 
ances by the distance ace in Po- 
land, Italy and Germany.

(1) the valuation, in progress eighteen 
years, is still incomplete; (2) the cost 
to the taxpayers has been more than 
$40,000,000 and to the railroads— 
and, through them, to their patrons 
more than $145,000,000; (3) the 
value of the railroads has been proved 
to be substantially greater than their 
Capitalization; (4) the railroads have 
not been allowed to earn a fair return; 
(5) no public saving has resulted.

Crisler, New Football Coach 
At Princeton, Finds Spring 
oust ‘Somewhat Different’

PRINCETON, , J,, April 5.—There was a slightly puzzled look 


on Fritz Crisler’s eis as he stood in the shadow of the Palmer 

Stadium and watched his Princeton football squad in uniform for 
the first time. 

Fifty boys, large, small and me- 
dium, raced over the turf of the 
practice field, chasing footballs. 
Near Crisler stood his assistant 
coaches, “Tad” Wieman and Earl 
Martineau.
